ANALYSIS  OF  APPROPRIATION  ACCOUNTS— 1929 
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The  report  of  the  different  Administrative  Boards  of  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen,  at  the  meeting  held  February 
9,  1929,  organized  as  follows:  Isaac  N.  Babbitt,  Chairman, 
William  Tallman,  Clerk,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
organized  with  Isaac  N.  Babbitt,  Chairman,  and  Miss  Claudia 
I.  Schiller  as  Secretary. 

We  herewith  submit 

REPORT  OF  REPAIRS  TO  UNION  WHARF 

Appropriation  $7,500.00  Expenditures  $7,477.70 

After  a thorough  examination  of  the  property  it  was 
decided  to  expend  the  appropriation  upon  those  sections  of 
the  wharf  most  used  and  under  lease;  to  rebuild  the  fallen 
section  of  wall  at  the  west  side  of  the  main  basin,  and  place 
new  capping  and  piling  on  practically  the  whole  of  this  west 
enclosing  wharf. 

One  hundred  thirteen  feet  of  old  timber  was  removed 
and  new  stone  wall  placed.  This  section  was  re-capped  with 
anchored  concrete  capping,  and  all  wooden  cap  log  on  the 
west  end  except  the  south  wall,  was  likewise  re-capped  and 
piled,  minor  repairs  to  stone  work  being  done  at  the  same 
time. 


The  F.  C.  Taylor  Company  was  employed  for  the  work, 
with  daily  supervision  by  a member  of  the  Board.  When 
the  work  upon  the  west  end  was  completed  it  was  found  that 
a sufficient  balance  remained  in  the  appropriation  to  continue 
the  work  for  an  additional  hundred  feet  or  more,  and  the 
wall  adjoining  the  slip  used  by  the  Casey  Boat  Building  Co., 
the  upper  part  of  which  was  entirely  gone,  was  ordered 
rebuilt  and  re-capped.

The  Board  felt  that  due  to  the  character  of  this  repair, 
a day  work  basis  was  to  be  preferred  over  contract  work. 
The  work  done  was  of  unquestionable  quality,  no  unusual 
difficulties  were  encountered, — the  weather  favorable;  the 
result  being  an  amount  of  work  done  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  amount  originally  estimated  as  being  under  the  ap- 
propriation. 

With  the  growing  use  of  the  waterfront  in  mind  the 
Board  feels  that  the  whole  wharf  property  should  be  put  in 
a state  of  good  repair.  The  balance  of  the  Basin  Wall  and 
Cap  is  in  usable  condition,  but  the  cap  log  should  be  re- 
placed as  soon  as  funds  are  available.  Except  for  the  extreme 
east  end,  the  long  north  wall  is  in  a fair  condition  and  was 
re-piled  this  past  year.  A new  cap  log  will  be  required  soon. 

The  extreme  east  end  of  the  long  north  wall,  and  the 
continuing  walls  to  the  north  and  east  were  of  log  construc- 
tion, and  have  entirely  given  way.  The  Board  recommends 
an  appropriation  to  rebuild  a part  of  this  section  in  stone 
with  cement  cap,  and  to  dredge  as  required  to  give  a reason- 
able depth  for  fishing  craft.  Such  work  will  place  the  whole 
of  the  deep  water  wharf  property  in  a usable  condition,  and 
with  the  erection  of  a frame  shanty  to  be  rented  to  fisher- 
men, it  is  felt  that  a considerable  number  of  craft  and  a re- 
sulting business  might  be  attracted  by  the  facilities  offered. 
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The  following  is  the  report  of  the 
WAR  MEMORIAL 

Appropriation  $6,920.55  Expenditure  $43.67 

Upon  a Report  by  a Citizens  Committee  organized  in 
1928,  and  confirming  vote  of  the  American  Legion  Post  166, 
an  article  was  inserted  in  the  Town  Warrant  for  1929 
carrying  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a Memorial 
to  Veterans  of  All  Wars  at  Fort  Phoenix. 

The  type  of  memorial  considered  by  the  original  com- 
mittee was  one  which  would  be  constructed  to  conform  to 
the  natural  beauty  of  the  site,  using  the  ledge  as  a back- 
ground and  surface  for  the  placement  of  a suitable  bronze 
tablet,  with  such  foreground  and  flank  planting,  ramps  or 
steps,  as  would  be  required  to  re-condition  and  beautify  in 
a natural  way,  the  surrounding  area. 

The  selection  of  the  exact  site  to  be  used  was  left  to  a 
sub-committee  of  three : Mr.  Whitfield,  Mr.  Tallman  and 

Mr.  Slater.  After  much  consideration  of  the  problem,  it 
was  decided  that  no  natural  face  of  the  ledge  now  exposed 
was  of  suitable  shape  or  in  a suitable  condition  to  receive 
the  sizable  tablet  required,  and  that  the  working  of  the  one 
face  of  sufficient  size  would  mean  the  destruction  of  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  main  rock  on  the  south  side. 

After  a careful  survey  of  the  east  side  of  the  main  rock, 
it  was  found  that  by  cutting  away  the  lower  portion  to  the 
east  (which  runs  up  to  the  high  point  of  ledge  by  a series 
of  broken  slopes)  of  a natural  fault  some  distance  from  the 
high  point,  a natural  vertical  face  could  be  made  of  suitable 
shape  and  size  to  take  almost  any  kind  of  tablet  or  other 
memorial  feature  desired. 
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The  memorial  would  then  face  east  with  the  high  point 
of  the  ledge  and  fort  itself  as  a background  when  approached 
from  both  the  used  east  entrances  to  the  property.  The 
flattened  area  in  front  of  the  ledge  face  would  be  accessible 
from  both  the  north  and  south  side,  making  for  an  unusually 
effective  landscape  treatment,  both  foreground  and  flanks, 
with  the  use  of  trees  such  as  now  exist  on  the  site,  and  lower 
wild  evergreen  planting. 

Opinions,  other  than  those  of  the  committee  were 
sought,  and  upon  report,  the  Selectmen  felt  that  a solution 
had  been  found  which  would  give  the  town  a Memorial 
unusual  in  character,  in  full  harmony  with  the  rugged 
character  of  its  surroundings,  and  one  which  would  dis- 
tinctly add  to  the  scenic  and  significant  historical  attractions 
for  which  the  Fort  is  preserved  as  an  Historical  Monument. 

The  solution  chosen;  that  of  cutting  away  a small  por- 
tion of  the  ledge,  already  broken  into  by  previous  quarry- 
ing; was  chosen  with  the  idea  that  the  general  character  of 
the  site  should  not  be  changed  as  by  the  building  of  some 
additional  monument  or  structure.  The  scheme  proposed 
would  leave  approximately  ninety  percent  of  the  main  ledge 
projection  intact.  The  use  of  the  natural  fault  or  fissure 
in  the  ledge  as  a wall  against  which  to  place  the  Memorial, 
would,  with  proper  foreground  and  landscape  treatment, 
give  the  effect  of  having  used  a natural  rock  formation. 

As  a principal  part  of  the  landscaping,  the  working 
of  the  ledge  would  afford  the  chance  to  make  new  and  ade- 
quate root  space  for  the  transplanting  of  grown  trees  of  the 
variety  now  fast  disappearing  from  the  property  due  to 
age  and  lack  of  proper  protection. 

Upon  the  announcement  that  work  was  to  be  started, 
a considerable  amount  of  protest  came  from  citizens  who 
felt  that  the  Fort  property  as  it  now  exists,  has  a character 
and  beauty  which  should  not  be  altered  in  any  way. 
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It  is  possible  that  if  an  opinion  is  secured  from  some 
well-known  firm  of  landscape  architects,  it  might  influence 
to  a considerable  extent  the  opinions  of  the  citizens  who  new 
object  to  the  project  on  the  ground  that  the  existing  natural 
beauty  may  be  destroyed. 

In  consideration  of  the  protest  of  the  many  citizens,  the 
Board  decided  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
Town  Meeting  for  further  disposition. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  Walter  H.  Francis  was  regularly 
appointed  in  charge  of  the  Police  Department,  and  instruc- 
tions were  issued  that  “Any  constable,  special  constable, 
police  officer,  special  police  officer,  or  reserve  officer  will 
work  directly  under  the  supervision  of  Walter  H.  Francis, 
head  of  the  Police  Department;  and  will  work  under  his 
instructions  from  the  police  station  only.  Each  officer,  under 
his  instructions,  will  make  an  investigation  and  afterwards 
turn  in  a report  to  him  of  his  doings  thereon.” 

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  of  the  Police 
Department  during  the  past  several  years  deserves  much 
commendation.  The  results  achieved  have  been  due  in  a large 
measure  to  the  unfailing  energy  of  Mr.  Walter  H.  Francis 
to  cover  the  work  demanded  with  an  under-manned  depart- 
ment. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
Department  be  increased  to  enable  (1)  The  Police  Station 
to  be  manned  twenty-four  hours  a day;  (2)  Regular  night 
patrols  to  be  established  between  dark  and  daylight;  (3) 
The  Head  of  the  Department  to  be  furnished  with  a regular 
clerk  to  perform  all  clerical  duties  which,  in  the  past,  Mr. 
Francis  has  attempted  to  do  himself.  The  following  is  a 
detailed  report  of  Police  Activities  submitted  by  Mr.  Francis. 


Report  of  tke  Police  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

I have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  Annual 
report  for  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  Dec- 
ember 31,  1929. 

In  the  past  year  all  the  officers  in  the  department  have 
had  instructions  and  practice  in  the  use  of  the  Inhalator,  a 
piece  of  equipment  used  in  saving  lives  from  gas  poisoning 
and  drowning. 

We  have  also  hacl  an  instructor,  well-trained  in  using 
different  grips  to  be  used  in  subduing  a prisoner  when  re- 
sisting arrest,  who  came  to  us  free  gratis  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  New  Bedford  Police  Department,  and  who 
instructed  all  of  our  officers  and  familiarized  them  with  the 
different  grips.  In  the  future,  I intend  to  give  all  of  our 
officers  a certain  amount  of  practice  in  target  shooting  so 
that  they  may  become  familiar  with  the  use  of  firearms. 

I further  intend  to  give  all  the  police  officers  talks  on 
general  police  procedure,  these  talks  to  be  deliverd  by  my- 
self. It  has  been  shown  by  the  good  attendance  given  by 
the  officers  that  they  are  interested  in  their  work,  which 
good  attendance  is  greatly  appreciated.

Report  of  the  Highv^aj)  Department 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  STREETS 

At  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  Mr. 
Thomas  W.  Whitfield  was  appointed  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  under  authority  of  Chapter  371  of  the  Acts  of  1928, 
and  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

At  that  meeting  it  was  voted  to  macadamize  the  follow- 
ing streets;  Sycamore,  Brown,  Wilding,  Ball,  Green  and 
Burgess  Avenue;  to  establish  a Drain  in  Elm  Avenue  and 
to  build  a Sidewalk  on  Adams  Street.  This  work  has  all 
been  completed  within  the  appropriations,  and  the  amount 
of  money  appropriated  allowed  the  building  of  the  Sidewalk 
on  Adams  Street  from  Huttleston  Avenue  to  Coggeshall 
Street. 

There  was  also  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,000  for 
the  purpose  of  improving  the  condition  of  the  North  Fair- 
haven  Park,  which  was  re-graded  and  the  lower  west  end 
and  playground  for  the  children  filled  in.  I would  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the  further  improve- 
ment of  this  Park. 

In  relation  to  the  Elm  Street  Drain,  it  is  a pleasure  to 
report  that  this  building  of  sand  catchers  and  drain  to  the 
river  has  taken  care  of  a very  bad  condition  that  existed 
for  a number  of  years. 

The  town  trucks  have  continued  the  carting  of  cinders 
and  we  are  continually  improving  all  roads  in  the  out-lying 
districts.  All  trucks  and  equipment  belonging  to  the  Street 
Department  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  are  in 
excellent  condition. 
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In  the  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  we  would  ask 
that  the  citizens  kindly  remember  the  regulation  that  they 
must  not  have  containers  too  heavy  or  bulky  to  be  handled. 
We  are  endeavoring  to  properly  take  care  of  this  work,  but 
need  the  co-operation  of  the  citizens.  We  again  respectfully 
request  the  townspeople  to  refrain  from  dumping  rubbish 
in  the  gutters  of  the  streets. 

During  the  past  year  maps  have  been  made  showing 
the  present  status  of  construction  on  all  roads  and  streets  in 
the  town.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the  character 


of  surface.

Report  of  tke  Planning  Board 


January  6,  1930. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  during  the  past  year  has  followed 
a policy  of  opportunism.  The  hesitation  in  growth  of  this 
district  and  the  obvious  need  of  economy  in  expenditure 
have  not  been  stimulating  to  forward  looking  plans.  Pair- 
haven  itself,  however,  has  had  greater  progress  industrially 
during  1929  than  usual.  The  moving  of  the  Nye  oil  works 
to  this  town,  has  added  an  excellent  and  considerable 
manufacturing  plant.  The  conversion  of  the  Duff  farm  in 
East  Fairhaven  to  an  airport  for  this  town  and  New  Bedford 
promises  to  be  of  moment  to  the  eastern  section  of  the  town, 
stimulating  to  business  and  industry  rather  than  residential 
growth  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

In  the  warrant  for  the  town  meeting  will  be  found 
articles  prepared  by  the  Planning  Board,  zoning  for  business 
purposes  a portion  of  the  Duff  field  about  the  old  farm 
buildings  and  another  portion  on  Washington  street  planned 
by  the  airport  officials  for  a gasoline  station.  No  opposition 
has  presented  itself  to  make  the  need  of  a special  hearing  on 
these  changes  apparent  and  the  Planning  Board  has  given 
its  approval  following  its  policy  of  making  the  zoning  laws 
adaptable  to  natural  alterations  in  the  requirements  of  the 
community.  Progressing  business  at  the  airport  may  require 
widening  and  improved  layout  of  Mill  road.  An  increase 
in  the  business  district  may  be  necessary  but  the  Planning 
Board  has  thought  it  better  not  to  try  to  throw  open  a large 
territory  until  the  trend  of  development  is  more  certain. 
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Committees  were  appointed  to  investigate  violations  of 
the  Building  Code  which  had  been  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board. 

At  various  gasoline  stations  the  pumps  were  found  to 
be  nearer  the  street  line  than  the  Building  Code  permits. 
Several  houses  and  a store  were  also  found  to  be  too  near 
the  street  line.  The  Building  Inspector  was  invited  to  attend 
a meeting  of  the  Board  to  explain  these  violations.  It  is 
the  earnest  desire  of  the  Board  to  co-operate  with,  and  to 
have  the  co-operation  of  the  Building  Inspector  and  the 
Board  recommends  that  he  enforce  the  Building  Code  in 
the  future.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Fire  Engineers 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  hereby  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929, 

This  Department  has  answered  31  Bell  Alarms  and 
112  Still  Alarms;  a total  of  143  alarms.  This  is  an  increase 
of  22  alarms  over  1928. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and  consists  of  the 
following: — one  750  Gallon  Triple  Combination  hose, 
chemical  and  pumping  engine;  three  Combination  hose  and 
chemical  trucks;  one  Type  14  City  Service  ladder  truck 
equipped  with  a chemical  tank;  one  Combination  hose  and 
chemical  truck  equipped  with  a 350  gallon  Barton  Fire 
Pump;  one  Whippet  roadster  for  the  use  of  the  chief. 

The  Barton  Fire  Pump  has  continued  to  prove  its 
reliability  in  every  way  and  at  the  Fairhaven  Iron  Foundry 
fire  last  May  it  proved  to  be  the  added  strength  needed  by 
our  Department  to  handle  a large  fire. 

Twenty  one  Phantom  Fire  Alarm  Boxes,  located  in  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  town,  have  been  added  to  the  Fire 
Alarm  System,  and  have  proved  very  satisfactory.  These 
added  to  the  45  street  boxes  of  our  fire  alarm  system  cover 
the  entire  town. 
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The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  recommends  the  appro- 
priation of  $15,500.  (Fifteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred), 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department  and  for  the 
maintenance  and  extension  of  the  fire  alarm  system  $400. 
(Four  Hundred). 

The  Board  also  recommends  the  purchase  of  another 
Barton  Fire  Pump  to  be  installed  on  the  Hose  No.  1 chassis, 
which  is  located  at  North  Fairhaven,  and  an  appropriation 
of  at  least  $500.  (Five  Hundred)  for  the  purchase  of  new 
hose. 

To  the  citizens  of  Fairhaven  and  to  the  Members  of 
the  Police  Department : The  Fire  Department  wishes  to 
extend  its  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their  cooperation.

TITLE  AND  SCOPE 

Section  No.  1.  These  by-laws  shall  be  known  and 
cited  as  the  Building  Laws.  No  building,  structure  or  part 
thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  constructed,  and  no  building  or 
structure  now  or  hereafter  erected,  shall  be  razed,  altered, 
moved  or  built  upon  except  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  these  building  laws.  Nor  shall  plumbing,  gas 
piping,  drainage,  heating',  wiring,  or  ventilation  be  installed 
or  altered  in  any  building  or  structure  except  in  conformity 
herewith.

To  the  Citizens  of  Fair  haven : 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  submits  his 
annual  report. 

The  trees  of  the  Town  are  in  very  good  condition  due 
to  the  constant  spraying  of  them  from  year  to  year.  I feel 
that  the  number  of  bugs  are  greatly  lessened  each  year  and 
I am  in  hopes  that  there  will  come  a time  when  I can  stop 
spraying  for  the  “Elm  Leaf  Beetle.”  By  so  doing  I can 
give  more  time  to  the  trimming  and  also  be  able  to  plant 
more  young  trees  from  year  to  year. 

This  year  we  planted  one  hundred  and  fifty  young 
Maple  trees  and  there  is  plenty  of  space  where  there  could 
be  several  hundred  more  planted,  which  I am  in  hopes  of 
doing  from  time  to  time. 

In  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  continue  the  preserv- 
ation of  the  trees  and  thus  beautify  the  town  I would  re- 
commend the  appropriation  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
for  the  work  of  the  Tree  Department.

GARBAGE 

The  garbage  has  been  collected  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner,  very  few  complaints  having  been  received.  The 
Board  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  householders  to  the  regu- 
lations regarding  the  collection  of  the  same. 

We  also  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  heads  of  families 
to  the  necessity  of  reporting  all  cases  of  communicable 
diseases  in  their  families.  This  is  required  under  state  law, 
Section  109  of  chapter  111,  G.  L.  The  Board  has  an  article 
in  the  town  warrant  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  One 
Hundred  Twenty-five  dollars  for  the  control  of  Diphtheria, 
which  we  hope  the  citizens  will  support,  as  this  is  of  vital 
importance.

The  first  annual  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Shellfish 
in  Fairhaven  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted.

There  were  four  arrests  and  convictions.  During  the 
quahog  season  there  were  5,454  barrels  of  quahogs  trans- 
planted from  restricted  areas  to  clean  waters  for  purification. 
This  work  employed  about  120  men  from  Fairhaven  and 
New  Bedford ; the  majority  of  whom  were  Fairhaven  fisher- 
men. 

Between  25,000  and  30,000  gallons  of  scallops  were 
taken  from  our  clean  waters  and  approximately  4,000  barrels 
of  quahogs.  Fifty  bushels  of  seed  scallops  were  picked  up 
from  our  shores  and  planted  in  deep  waters  at  the  low  cost 
of  $20.00. 

The  Inspectors,  during  the  last  year,  covered  8,000  miles 
by  automobile  and  1,000  miles  by  boat  in  performance  of 
their  duties. 

The  outlook  for  the  Shellfish  Industry  in  Fairhaven  is 
very  promising,  the  amount  of  money  invested  in  the  Town 
being  between  $250,000  and  $300,000.  The  Inspectors  re- 
port very  good  cooperation  from  the  fishermen  and  public 
at  large.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven. 

The  activities  in  our  Park  System  during  1929  were 
both  numerous  and  much  enjoyed,  as  evidenced  by  the  greatly 
increased  attendance. 

The  good  judgment  of  the  voters  in  taking  over  the 
small  plots  such  as  Willow,  Marne,  Cook  Memorial,  etc.  for 
park  purposes  was  again  well  demonstrated,  as  the  lovely 
summer  weather  brought  hundreds  of  people  young  and  old 
to  enjoy  these  welcome  breathing  places. 

We  believe  a great  majority  of  our  people  appreciate 
the  quiet  beauty  of  our  lovely  Cushman  Park  and  your  Park 
officials  have  striven  constantly  to  keep  it  up  to  its  past  high 
standard  and  to  improve  it  wherever  possible. 

Some  of  its  natural  handicaps  have  been  overcome  by 
changes  in  the  type  of  planting,  others  by  new  planting. 

Relocations  of  paths  have  been  made  wherever  public 
convenience  seemed  to  call  for  it. 

Athletic  activities  in  the  Parks  were  particularly  suc- 
cessful, stimulated  no  doubt  by  the  favorable  weather  con- 
ditions ; base  ball  and  tennis  being  especially  popular. 

Supervised  play  continued  its  great  increase  in  favor  and 
under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Dutton  and  Miss  McLeod 
gave  great  pleasure  to  hundreds  of  our  young  people. 

Your  Board  hopes  in  the  near  future  to  continue  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Bridge  the  grading  and  planting  which 
has  made  so  great  an  improvement  on  the  north  side.  As 
suggested  in  its  1928  report,  your  Board  again  advises  the 
acquisition  of  an  area  suitable  for  playground  purposes  at 
some  suitable  point  between  the  Cushman  and  North  Fair- 
haven  Parks.

PLAYGROUND  REPORT 

Each  year,  as  the  community  grows,  playground  en- 
rollment increases.  More  children  romp  and  play  each 
season  in  Cushman  Park  when  there  is  fun  and  entertain- 
ment enough  to  go  around  for  all  the  extra  youngsters. 

The  total  registration  of  children  under  High  School 
age  for  the  past  season  was  973  as  compared  with  830  of 
last  summer,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  over  200. 
Records  of  Tennis  Courts,  Baseball  diamonds  and  Basket 
ball  court  were  not  included. 

July  Fourth  athletic  contests  were  held  in  the  afternoon. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  first  half  of  the  season  a day 
was  given  over  to  each  school  for  races,  the  winners  from 
each  event  being  eligible  in  the  track  meet  held  July  31st, 
Job  C.  Tripp  and  Edmund  Anthony  Schools  won  the  most 
points. 
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Races  were  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  and  ribbons 
were  awarded  winners  of  first,  second  and  third  places. 
Miss  McLeod  of  North  Fairhaven  playground  taught 
Basketry  on  Wednesdays  and  a group  from  that  playground 
joined  us  each  week  for  the  regular  races.  There  were  over 
forty  members  in  the  Basketry  Class  and  the  completed  work 
was  on  exhibition  in  Livesey’s  Store  and  the  Browne 
Pharmacy.  Thirty  girls  embroidered  holders  during  August, 
and  ninety  girls  brought  dolls  for  the  Third  Annual  Doll 
Show.  Both  the  “Times”  and  the  “Standard”  photographers 
took  pictures  for  the  daily  papers  three  times  during  the 
season. 

August  31st  the  Japanese  student  party  passed  through 
the  park  and  their  leader  informally  addressed  the  children. 
The  Park  Commissioners  presented  about  500  flags  to  the 
children  to  wave  in  greeting  to  their  guests. 

Three  Tennis  tournaments  were  held  during  the  sum- 
mer, and  also  Horse  Shoe  tournaments  for  both  girls  and 
boys.  The  Basket  ball  court  was  used  daily  by  the  older 
ones  who  frequented  the  park.  Various  Base  ball  nines  were 
grouped  daily  and  during  the  season  two  games  were  played 
with  North  Fairhaven  and  two  with  an  East  Fairhaven  team. 

The  Teeter-ball  was  an  added  attraction  this  summer. 
The  increased  attendance  necessitated  the  addition  of  extra 
swings  and  tilts. 

As  in  former  years  hearty  cooperation  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners and  assistance  of  the  men  daily  engaged  at  the 
park  was  a great  help  in  general  supervision.  The  play- 
ground is  a safeguard  from  the  hazards  of  playing  on  the 
streets  and  it  brings  genuine  happiness  to  hundreds  of 
youngsters.

Gentlemen : 

Following  is  the  report  of  Inspector  of  Animals  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

During  the  general  inspection  I visited  104  places,  in- 
spected 1,144  animals,  771  dairy  cows,  230  swine,  123  young 
stock,  20  bulls.  I found  4 poor  drainage,  3 poor  light, 
3 no  ventilators,  2 unclean  barns,  one  lot  of  pigs  quarantined 
for  hog  cholera  recovered  after  inoculation.  2 cows 
quarantined  for  tuberculosis  were  found  affected  and 
slaughtered,  1 dog  quarantined  for  rabies  found  not  affected 
and  released,  4 dog  complaints  investigated.  No  action 
taken  as  they  appeared  in  good  health.

REPAIRS 

The  largest  single  item  for  repairs  was  the  re-pointing 
of  the  high  school.  It  was  expected  that  this  work  would 
cost  at  least  $500  more  than  it  did.  All  chimneys,  dormers, 
gables,  etc.,  from  the  top  down  to  the  main  floor  were  done 
and  also  such  portions  of  the  brick  work  as  required  it.  The 
lower  part  of  the  building  had  previously  been  re-pointed  as 
needed.  The  work  was  done  by  the  City  Sand  Blast  Com- 
pany, Roxburv,  and  was  paid  for  by  the  day.  The  commit- 
tee engaged  Wm.  B.  Tallman  to  supervise  the  work  and 
feels  that  it  saved  the  town  money  by  so  doing. 
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The  following  are  among  the  more  important  of  the  other 
repairs  and  replacements : 

Purchase  of  twenty-five  desks  and  chairs  for  the  high 
school. 

Construction  of  a fence  300  feet  long  on  the  line  between 
the  East  Fairhaven  school  and  adjoining  property. 

Re-tinting  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  rooms  and  cor- 
ridors of  the  Rogers  school,  and  re-varnishing  all  the  in- 
terior woodwork.  This  had  not  been  done  for  sixteen  years 
and  was  greatly  needed. 

Waterproofing  the  fan  room  at  the  Job  C.  Tripp  school, 
thus,  completing  the  work  necessary  there. 

Repairing  the  roof  at  the  Rogers  school,  and  installing 
electric  lights  in  the  portable  connected  with  that  building. 

Next  year  in  addition  to  the  routine  repairs,  your  Com- 
mittee would  like  to  re-construct  the  wall  on  one  side  of  the 
high  school  athletic  field,  re-tint  and  re-varnish  the  interior 
of  the  Washington  St.  school,  paint  the  exterior  of  the 
Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.  school,  and  thoroughly  renovate  the 
heating  plant  at  Oxford. 

NEED  OF  A NEW  BUILDING 

Elsewhere  may  be  found  a report  which  the  Selectmen  and 
School  Committee  were  directed  to  prepare,  regarding  the 
need  of  additional  rooms  to  relieve  the  congested  condition 
of  the  upper  grades  and  high  school.  The  recommendation 
made  therein  deserves  immediate  and  favorable  action  by 
the  town.  The  need,  though  in  less  acute  form  than  at 
present,  has  existed  for  several  years,  but  has  not  been 
pressed  because  of  the  business  depression  in  this  section. 
Unless  it  can  be  met  in  the  near  future,  the  school  will  be 
unable  to  meet  the  State  requirement  for  a Class  A school. 
More  important,  perhaps,  than  this  consideration  will  be 
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the  inability  of  the  school  to  care  effectively  for  the  interests 
of  its  pupils.  Various  methods  of  relief  were  discussed  by 
your  investigating  committee.  The  proposition  to  place 
portable  schools  in  the  rear  of  the  present  high  school  was 
deemed  infeasible  and  unworthy  of  adoption  by  a town  which 
has  received  such  generous  assistance  in  the  education  of  its 
children  of  high  school  age.  Although  it  would  be  possible 
to  provide  room  for  the  immediate  future  by  alterations 
within  the  building,  this  plan  was  rejected  because  of  Lady 
Fairhaven’s  expressed  feeling  and  wish  that,  since  her  father 
had  put  his  heart  into  the  plan  of  the  present  building, 
it  be  left  unchanged.  Apart  from  the  serious  consideration 
due  to  her  wishes  in  this  matter,  it  was  evident  to  your 
Committee  that  any  remodeling  that  could  be  done  would 
serve  a very  temporary  purpose,  and  in  so  doing  would 
permanently  mar  the  beauty  of  the  interior  of  the  building. 
The  solution  proposed,  the  erection  of  a building  in  the 
rear  of  the  present  high  school,  seems  desirable  from  every 
point  of  view.

Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fair  haven : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  seventeenth  annual  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


ATTENDANCE  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

The  total  enrolment  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
June  1929  was  2,268  as  compared  with  2,240  in  1928;  the 
average  membership  1,973  as  against  1,924  for  the  previous 
year.  The  percentage  of  attendance  was  94.6,  slightly  less 
than  the  preceding  year  due  to  the  epidemic  of  grippe  that 
prevailed  last  winter. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  membership  of  the  schools 
increased  by  28,  and  the  average  membership  by  49  over 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  As  shown  by  the  annual  school 
census,  the  number  of  children  in  town  between  the  ages 
of  5 and  15  decreased  by  30.  It  is  significant  that  despite 
this,  there  was  growth  in  schoql  membership.  Several 
reasons  for  this  seem  plausible,  among  them  the  fact  that 
fewer  children  between  14  and  16  are  at  work,  due,  perhaps, 
to  lack  of  opportunity  to  work  and,  perhaps,  also,  to  the 
growing  desire  of  parents  that  their  children  have  a grammar 
school  education  or  better. 
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PERTINENT  QUESTIONS  RELATING  TO 
NEED  OF  A NEW  BUILDING 

Before  deciding  to  advocate  a building  at  this  time,  the 
School  Committee  investigated  thoroughly  the  whole  situa- 
tion. Their  conclusions  are,  in  the  main,  included  in  the 
report  of  the  Joint  Committee  given  elsewhere.  Two  or 
three  pertinent  questions  investigated  in  the  process  of  arriv- 
ing at  these  may  be  of  sufficient  interest  to  present  more  in 
detail. 

(1)  Is  the  school  population  of  the  town  increasing? 

Answer : The  Census  returns  for  October  1929  show  a 

loss  of  30  pupils  between  the  ages  of  5 and  16  compared 
with  the  census  of  1928.  The  membership  in  the  schools 
shows  a loss  of  10  compared  with  that  on  November  1,  1928. 
Since  1925,  there  has  been  a loss  of  275  pupils  between  the 
ages  of  5 and  16  as  shown  by  the  school  census.  This  loss 
in  the  number  of  children  in  town  between  the  ages  of  5 and 
16  has  not,  however,  affected  the  school  membership,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  in  that  period  the  actual  membership  of  the 
schools  has  increased  85. 

(2)  If  the  number  of  children  in  town  between  5 and 
16  as  shown  by  the  census  has  decreased  and  if  the  school 
membership  has  increased  only  85  in  five  years,  how  is  the 
demand  for  additional  building  facilities  justified? 

Answer : The  need  of  new  school  accommodations  arises 

chiefly  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  continued  growth 
in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  and  high  school. 

(3)  If  the  Census  shows  a decrease  in  the  school  popu- 
lation between  the  ages  of  5 and  16,  will  this  not  eventually 
lessen  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  high  school  and  eliminate 
the  need  of  further  accommodations? 

Answer : In  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th  grades  of  this  year, 

there  is  clear  evidence  that  the  congested  condition  will  con- 
tinue for  a period  of  years  Futhermore,  the  loss  in  school 
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population  during  the  last  year  was  negligible,  and  it  seems 
probable  that  this  will  be  the  last  year  showing  a loss.  As 
business  continues  to  revive  in  New  Bedford,  the  proba- 
bility is  there  will  be  a gain.  If  the  school  population  re- 
mains practically  stable  for  a number  of  years,  the  addition 
is  necessary.  In  common  with  the  tendency  throughout  the 
State,  children  are  staying  in  school  longer  than  formerly, 
and,  therefore,  more  children  reach  the  upper  grades  and 
high  school.  The  Freshman  class  in  the  high  school  has  in- 
creased from  88  in  1925  to  147  in  1929.  The  conditions 
in  the  high  school  in  respect  to  recitation  rooms  and  study 
rooms  have  not  been  satisfactory  for  five  years  or  more. 
There  is  need  of  new  recitation  rooms  even  if  there  is  no 
further  gain  in  school  membership. 

(4)  How  many  rooms  ought  to  be  provided? 

Answer : At  least  eight.  The  8th  grades  at  the  Rogers 
school  will  at  once  fill  four  of  these,  and  the  Freshman  class 
at  the  high  school  will  use  three  more.  This  leaves  but  one 
room  for  future  growth.  But  the  provision  of  more  recita- 
tion rooms  for  the  senior  high  school,  by  placing  the  new 
building  where  it  can  be  under  one  administration,  and  where 
the  teachers  of  both  buildings  can  work  under  a single 
schedule,  will  furnish  more  housing  of  classes  than  the  num- 
ber of  new  rooms  seems  to  indicate. 

(5)  If  the  proposed  new  building  is  erected,  will  it  not 
leave  rooms  unused  at  the  high  and  Rogers  schools? 

Answer : In  the  high  school  there  will  be  left  in  the  three 
upper  classes  nearly  300  pupils.  This  is  supposed  to  be  the 
maximum  number  which  the  building  was  erected  to  ac- 
commodate adequately.  There  should  be  room  there  with 
the  recitation  rooms  available  in  the  new  building  for  about 
100  more  high  school  pupils.  At  the  Rogers  school,  the 
8th  grades  occupy  at  present  four  rooms.  If  these  grades 
are  moved  to  the  new  building,  one  of  these  rooms  will  at 
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once  be  used  by  the  6th  grade  which  is  now  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Rogers  school.  No  class  ought  ever  to  be  placed 
there.  Two  classes  will  be  moved  in  from  the  Portable 
school.  One  of  the  rooms  in  the  Portable  school  is  needed 
at  once  for  a special  class.  Thus,  at  the  Rogers  School  there 
will  be  left  only  one  room  unoccupied,  including  the  two 
rooms  in  the  portable. 

(6)  If  the  new  building  is  erected,  how  many  additional 
teachers  will  be  required? 

Answer:  The  answer  to  this  question  depends  somewhat 
on  the  kind  of  a .program  that  can  be  made  at  the  high 
school.  Not  more  than  two  or  three  new  teachers  will  be 
needed  in  the  high  school,  and  insofar  as  the  8th  grades  are 
concerned,  no  additional  teachers  will  be  needed. 


TEACHERS 

Every  three  years,  because  the  salary  maximum  has  been 
reached,  there  are  a larger  number  of  resignations  than 
usual.  It  is  complimentary  to  Fairhaven  schools  to  have 
our  teachers  sought  for,  but  this  fact  makes  it  difficult  to 
maintain  a high  level  of  achievement.  The  general  public 
cannot  understand  the  work  involved  in  training  new 
teachers,  nor  the  handicap  to  the  system  resulting  from  so 
frequent  changes.  It  expects  the  same  results  regardless  of 
the  conditions  under  which  they  have  to  be  produced. 

Resignations  since  the  last  report  total  eighteen.  The 
majority  of  these  were  to  accept  better  positions,  but  illness, 
matrimony  and  change  of  residence  have  each  taken  their 
toll.  Two  Principals  left  our  service.  Miss  Hazel  Hack, 
who  for  three  years  did  excellent  work  for  the  Job  C.  Tripp 
school,  resigned  to  become  elementary  supervisor  for  the 
town  of  Dartmouth,  and  Stanley  F.  Hall,  for  two  years 
highly  efficient  as  prinicpal  of  the  Rogers  school,  accepted 
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a much  higher  salaried  position  in  New  London,  Conn.  In 
every  well  organized  system,  the  principal  is  one  of  the  chief 
factors  in  securing  efficiency.  In  Fairhaven,  this  has  been 
and  is  peculiarly  true,  because  of  the  high  degree  of  co- 
operation existing  between  principals  and  Superintendent. 
The  loss  of  a principal  who  has  acquired  interest  in  our 
schools,  become  acquainted  with  parents,  and  gained  know- 
ledge of  the  practices  and  traditions  of  the  system,  is  always 
to  be  greatly  regretted.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state 
that  the  successors  to  the  principals  who  have  resigned  are 
carrying  on  the  work  with  undiminished  spirit  and  efficiency. 


RETIREMENT  OF  MISS  NORRIS  AND 
MISS  CROWELL. 

In  his  eighteenth  year  in  Fairhaven,  the  present  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  has  seen  many  teachers  come  and  go. 
In  September  1929,  only  five  of  the  elementary  school  corps 
who  were  here  when  he  began  his  wTork  remained.  It  is  with 
a feeling  of  deep  regret  that-  he  must  now  record  that  the 
retirement  from  service  of  two  of  these  took  place  on  Dec- 
ember 20th.  Although  each  of  these  teachers  is  legally  el- 
igible to  retirement,  it  would  not  have  occurred  at  this  time 
but  for  reasons  of  physical  inability  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Miss  M.  Louise  Norris 

Miss  M.  Louise  Norris,  the  oldest  in  point  of  service, 
graduated  from  Fairhaven  High  School,  completed  a two- 
year  training  course  then  existing  at  the  Rogers  school, 
and  later  studied  for  a term  at  the  Johnson  school  to  pre- 
pare herself  to  teach  sewing,  which  was  introduced  in  1910. 
She  began  her  actual  teaching  on  Sconticut  Neck  in  1894 
where  she  remained  one  year,  or  until  the  school  was  closed 
and  the  pupils  transferred  to  the  Rogers  school.  After  this 
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she  taught  two  terms  in  the  so-called  Shoe  Factory  school 
at  the  Center,  from  which  she  went  to  the  Rogers  school 
where  she  has  been  since  1897  or  for  nearly  thirty-two  years. 
In  the  retirement  of  Miss  Norris,  the  town  has  lost  a teacher 
of  marked  ability,  one  who  really  enjoyed  her  work,  one 
whose  personality  has  influenced  for  good  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  boys  and  girls,  and  one  who  will  long  be  held 
in  fond  and  grateful  remembrance. 


Miss  Myra  D.  Crowell 

Miss  Crowell  graduated  from  the  high  school  in  Chatham, 
Mass.,  took  summer  courses  at  Salem  and  Hyannis  Normal 
Schools,  and  spent  a year  in  Bridgewater  Normal  School 
from  which  she  graduated.  Since  coming  to  Fairhaven,  she 
has  studied  at  New  York  University,  and  taken  several  of  the 
University  Extension  courses.  In  1910  she  spent  the  sum- 
mer in  an  extended  tour  abroad. 

Miss  Crowell  has  been  Principal  of  the  Oxford  school  for 
more  than  30  years.  She  has  seen  the  school  grow  from 
four  teachers  to  eleven.  She  has  in  that  time  dealt  so  fairly 
and  tactfully  with  a large  number  of  parents  and  children 
that  a host  of  friends  will  sincerely  regret  her  relinquish- 
ment of  the  principalship.  As  is  the  case  with  every  prin- 
cipal in  Fairhaven,  she  has  annually  faced  the  task  of  assist- 
ing in  the  training  of  inexperienced  teachers.  In  the  aggre- 
gate, during  her  long  period  of  service,  there  are  very  many 
of  these  who  hold  Miss  Crowell  in  most  grateful  remem- 
brance for  her  kindness,  patience,  and  skill  in  helping  them 
during  their  first  months  in  the  school  room.  In  the  process 
of  training  them,  Miss  Crowell  built  into  their  lives  some 
of  her  own  zeal,  fairness,  poise  and  kindly  spirit  so  that 
these  qualities  of  her  personality  have  not  only  been  in- 
fluential in  her  contacts  with  the  pupils  whom  she  has  had 
a share  in  actually  teaching,  but,  also,  vicariously  in  the  lives 
of  thousands  of  others. 


It  is  a trite  but  true  saying  that  “as  is  the  teacher,  so  the 
school” ; it  is  equally  true  that  “as  the  principal,  so  the  build- 
ing.” In  the  spirit  of  its  pupils  and  the  skillfulness  of  the 
teaching,  the  Oxford  school  is  one  of  our  best.  In  the  re- 
tirement of  Miss  Crowell,  the  Superintendent  will  lose  a 
valuable  and  cooperative  co-worker  and  the  town  an  efficient 
and  loyal  servant. 


SCHOOL  WORK 

One  change  in  organization  has  been  made,  viz.,  the  unit- 
ing of  the  Job  C.  Tripp  and  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.  schools 
under  one  principalship.  These  two  schools,  exactly  alike 
in  respect  to  grades  housed  therein  and  the  work  required, 
have  been  under  one  administration  since  September  and  no 
loss  in  the  efficiency  of  either  is  perceptible.  In  each  build- 
ing, one  of  the  regular  teachers  serves  as  assistant  principal. 
A telephone  has  been  installed  in  each  building  and  the 
Principal  is  available  in  person  or  by  ’phone  at  all  times. 
There  are  in  all  fifteen  teachers  in  the  schools,  and  this 
number  is  not  too  large  for  adequate  supervision  by  one 
prinicpal.  A net  annual  saving  of  approximately  $1,000  will 
be  made  under  the  new  arrangement. 

The  school  work  of  the  year  has  continued  along  the  same 
lines  as  previously.  In  an  effort  to  remedy  a weakness  in 
arithmetic,  viz.,  inaccuracy  in  computation,  a supplementary 
course  of  study  which  includes  the  so-called  Wilson  100% 
Accuracy  Plan  has  been  furnished.  A special  bulletin  has 
also  been  issued  dealing  with  the  program  in  reading,  and 
also  one  relating  to  variation  of  instruction  to  meet  the  needs 
of  slower  pupils. 

Standard  achievement  tests  were  given  throughout  the 
system  in  grades  four  to  eight  during  October.  The  results 
indicated  that  Fairhaven  schools  were  above  the  median  in 
reading,  language  and  grammar,  and  spelling.  In  arithmetic 
computation,  a slight  weakness  was  discovered  which  we 
are  trying  to  correct.  Tests  will  be  given  again  in  May. 
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SAFETY  EDUCATION 

Safety  is  one  of  the  newer  subjects  in  the  school  curriculum 
and  continues  to  be  given  increasing  emphasis.  If  any  one 
questions  the  wisdom  of  this,  let  him  consider  the  following 
facts. 

95,500  accidental  fatalities  in  the  United  States  in  one 
year. 

20,000  killed  each  year  in  automobile  accidents. 

Accidents  rank  second  in  the  cause  of  death  to  children 
under  five  years ; first  to  children  from  five  to  fourteen ; 
second  to  children  from  fifteen  to  nineteen;  and  second  to 
persons  of  all  ages. 

23  out  of  every  100  persons  killed  by  automobilists  in  the 
United  States  are  under  15  years  of  age. 

Accidents  in  the  home  are  responsible  for  the  loss  of 
about  25,000  lives  yearly.  Falls,  asphyxiation  and  suffoca- 
tion, burns  and  scalds  are  the  leading  causes  of  these. 

Does  Safety  Education  diminish  fatalities?  From  records 
like  those  of  Detroit,  St.  Louis,  Boston  and  other  cities,  it 
has  been  shown  that  a nearly  50%  reduction  of  accidents  to 
children  is  possible  in  any  city. 

In  Fairhaven,  an  excellent  local  and  State  course  of  study 
are  used  as  the  basis  of  instruction.  To  guard  against  ac- 
cidents to  children  as  they  are  leaving  school  buildings, 
pupils  act  as  traffic  officers.  Because  automobilists  refused 
to  heed  the  signal  to  stop,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
duly  elected  these  and  they  now  wear  girdles  as  distinguish- 
ing marks  of  their  position. 
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THRIFT 

The  records  show  another  gain  in  the  amount  school 
children  have  deposited  through  the  Savings  Bank  System. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  habit  of  saving  formed  in 
the  lower  grades  continues  as  pupils  reach  the  upper  grades 
and  high  school.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  increasing  amount 
saved.  If  the  habit  can  be  so  firmly  established  that  it 
carries  over  in  a large  degree  into  the  lives  of  the  pupils 
when  they  leave  school,  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  school 
and  the  Fairhaven  Institution  for  Savings  in  this  direction 
will  have  been  justified.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  rapid  development  of  Instrumental  Music  in  Fair- 
haven  schools  since  its  introduction  less  than  three  years 
ago,  is  an  excellent  illustration  of  how  subjects  called  at 
first  “fads”  or  “folderol”  become  an  established  part  of 
school  work.  In  the  beginning  there  is  the  expressed  desire 
of  some  parents  or  group  of  parents  that  the  schools  offer 
the  subject;  the  schools  without  expense  to  the  town  respond 
in  a limited  way;  the  demand  grows  and  the  voters  grant  a 
small  appropriation  for  its  continuance ; finally,  if  the  sub- 
ject proves  worth  while,  enthusiasm  develops  until  there  is, 
in  a degree,  adequate  financial  support,

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For  several  years,  instrumental  music  cost  the  town 
nothing ; then  $250  a year.  During  the  current  year,  the 
cost  of  instruction  from  taxation  has  been  $472,  paid  from 
the  regular  school  appropriation.  This  is  a sufficient  sum 
for  the  present  to  pay  for  the  limited  amount  of  time  that 
can  be  given  by  the  supervisor.  For  the  loan  fund,  and  for 
the  purchase  of  the  more  expensive  instruments,  the  proceeds 
of  the  concerts,  and  loans  by  private  benefactors,  have  been 
used. 

It  would  be  difficult,  I am  sure,  to  find  a school  system 
where  so  much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  same  length 
of  time  as  in  Fairhaven.  Indications  are  that  the  interest 
aroused  is  not  of  a temporary  nature,  but  reflects  the  matured 
desire  and  judgment  of  the  community,  and  that  the  public 
wishes  this  department  fostered.  In  this  respect,  Fairhaven 
is  not  peculiar.  In  the  same  way,  instrumental  music  has 
crept  into  many  schools  all  over  Massachusetts  and  the 
United  States.  It  has  not  been  put  in  the  curriculum  ar- 
bitrarily, but  developed  step  by  step  in  a sane  and  logical 
manner  until  it  is  recognized  as  a desirable,  if  not  essential, 
subject  of  the  curriculum  in  every  progressive  school  system. 
Under  competent  instruction,  the  music  lesson  and  band 
practice  give  three  distinct  benefits ; discipline,  culture,  and 
vocational  guidance.  Furthermore,  there  is  the  benefit  of  an 
aroused  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  in  his  other  lessons 
because  of  participation  in  music. 

The  instrumental  music  organizations  in  Fairhaven  now 
include  three  orchestras  and  a school  band.  The  latter 
has  grown  to  about  forty  pieces.  Although  it  still  lacks  some 
instruments  and  has  not  yet  matured,  it  is  capable  of  playing 
acceptably  even  now.  It  will  soon  be  able  to  furnish  ex- 
cellent music  for  Memorial  Day,  Fourth  of  July,  and  other 
civic  occasions.  During  the  football  season,  the  members 
purchased  for  themseleves  simple  uniforms.  They  need 
somewhat  better  ones  if  they  are  to  serve  in  the  ways  above 
mentioned.  It  has  been  proposed  that  funds  be  provided 
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which  will  enable  the  purchase  of  coats  of  good  quality, 
and  that  the  members  equip  themselves  with  trousers  and 
caps,  the  coats  to  remain  the  property  of  the  organization 
and  to  be  passed  on  as  its  personnel  changes.  From  the 
proceeds  of  the  last  music  festival,  about  $50  was  set  aside 
toward  a uniform  fund.  The  band  can,  in  time,  earn  its 
own  uniforms.  But,  if  it  is  to  be  of  use  to  the  Town  in  the 
near  future  and  is  to  develop  musically  as  fast  as  it  ought, 
it  is  desirable  that  it  be  freed  from  this  necessity.  If  the 
Town  will  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  school  band  the 
amount  given  for  several  years  to  the  Town  band,  viz.,  $500, 
it  will  enable  the  purchase  of  coats  which  will  remain  the 
property  of  the  Town  and  can  be  used  by  the  changing 
members  of  the  organization  for  several  years.  I wish  that 
this  might  be  done,  and  recommend  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee have  inserted  in  the  warrant  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  an  article  asking  for  this  appropriation. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  total  enrolment  for  the  year  ending  June  1929  was 
379,  the  average  membership  352,  and  the  percent  of  at- 
tendance, 94.8.  The  total  enrolment  thus  far  this  year  is 
415.  The  actual  membership  on  December  20th  of  this  year 
was  404.  A notable  fact  in  regard  to  the  present  high  school 
attendance  is  that  it  includes  more  boys  than  girls. 

In  previous  reports,  and  elsewhere  in  this  one,  details  in 
regard  to  the  handicap  of  an  inadequate  supply  of  recitation 
rooms  in  the  high  school  are  given.  In  making  a decision 
as  to  meeting  this  difficulty,  it  will  be  just  for  the  voters 
to  remember  that  this  splendid  school  plant  cost  the  town 
nothing,  that  the  school  was  entirely  financed  by  its  bene- 
factor for  12  years,  that  the  local  taxation  cost  has  since 
that  time  been  relatively  small,  and  that  there  exists  a 
certain  moral  obligation  to  provide  conditions  which  will 
enable  the  school  to  continue  its  efficient  training  of  young 
men  and  women  of  high  school  age. 
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TEACHERS 

During  the  first  ten  years  of  the  present  high  school,  there 
were  practically  no  changes  in  the  faculty.  The  endowment 
enabled  salaries  to  be  relatively  high.  Now  the  endowment, 
plus  the  town  appropriation,  provides  only  salaries,  for  the 
most  part,  relatively  low.  The  result  is  that  there  is  an- 
nually as  large  a percentage  of  changes  in  the  high  school 
as  in  the  grade  corps.  There  is,  therefore,  a similar  dis- 
advantage to  be  overcome.  In  September  of  this  year,  five 
teachers,  35%  ol  the  faculty,  were  new  to  the  school. 

No  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  course 
of  study  or  in  the  organization  of  the  school. 

ATHLETICS 

The  various  athletic  teams  representing  the  school  have 
had  successful  seasons ; track  and  baseball  championships 
were  won,  and  in  our  own  estimation,  a football  champion- 
ship as  well,  though  technically  the  award  went  to  another 
school.  The  good  sportsmanship  of  the  players  and  of 
their  supporters  is  to  be  highly  commended.  May  it  con- 
tinue to  be  true  that  a championship  is  not  our  chief  aim 
and  that,  “win,  lose  or  draw,”  the  school  and  the  town  will 
feel  satisfied  and  happy  as  long  as  the  teams  play  clean, 
hard,  and  well. 


“WILL  TO  WIN” 

The  most  important  quality  of  a successful  athletic  team 
is  the  will  to  win.  It  is  thought  worth  while  to  spend  much 
time  in  building  up  this  spirit.  It  is  equally  important  that 
parents  and  teachers  strive  to  develop  its  application  in  other 
fields  than  that  of  sport.  Select  any  number  of  pupils  from 
the  high  school  and  give  them  a hard,  testing  task.  Not 
more  than  ten  percent  of  the  number  will  have  the  con- 
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fidence,  persistence,  and  endurance  to  conquer  it.  This 
small  minority  believe  they  are  capable  of  winning  out  in 
any  situation  in  which  they  may  be  placed.  They  have  the 
will  to  win.  The  will  to  win  is,  in  part,  habit.  Teachers 
and  parents  who  will  not  encourage  or  permit  a pupil  to 
drop  a difficult  task  because  it  is  difficult,  who  inspire,  lead, 
and  drive  them  to  conquer  it,  are  developing  an  essential 
of  future  success.  There  are  many  pupils  who  find  high 
school  and  college  scholastic  standards  of  today  difficult  to 
meet.  They  are  truly  much  more  so  than  in  the  past.  In 
the  task  of  meeting  them,  it  is  easy  to  develop  the  attitude 
of  defeat.  Pupils  who  drop  out  of  a course  because  it  is  hard, 
who  get  into  the  habit  af  giving  up  when  they  confront 
difficulties  soon  have  the  attitude  of  defeat.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  reverse  is  true.  Pupils  who  struggle  through  to 
victory,  finally  believe  that  they  are  capable  of  winning  out 
in  almost  any  situation.  This  spirit  will  be  worth  more  to 
any  individual  than  high  marks  in  easy  subjects,  or  any 
other  awards  won  without  effort.  The  building  up  of  this 
spirit  is  well  worth  the  persistent  effort  of  parents  and 
teachers. 


FACTS  IN  REGARD  TO  COST  OF 
SCHOOLS  IN  FAIRHAVEN 

In  November  of  each  year,  the  State  Board  of  Education 
issues  a statistical  report.  The  material  therein  is  derived 
from  the  annual  reports  of  school  committees.  These  legally 
required  reports  are  made  on  the  same  items  with  the  same 
interpretation ; therefore,  comparisons  based  on  their  com- 
piled results  are  accurate  and  fair.  The  State  figures  that 
follow  are  from  the  last  report  for  the  year  1928-29,  but 
Fairhaven  figures  are  for  the  year  just  closed. 

Explanation  of  terms : 

Cost  for  “support”  of  schools  means  all  money  expended 
except  for  some  permanent  addition  to  or  modification  of 
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the  school  plant.  It  includes  all  ordinary  repairs  and  minor* 
replacements. 

“State  rank”  of  a town  or  city  means  its  position  in 
respect  to  school  costs  among  the  355  towns  and  cities  in 
the  State. 

“Group  rank”  refers  to  a community’s  position  among 
others  of  similar  population. 

State  “average”  per  pupil  includes  all  expenditures  for 
both  high  and  elementary  education.

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It  is  often  assumed  that  the  total  cost  of  schools  in  Fair- 
haven,  including  the  use  of  the  Rogers  and  other  endowment 
funds,  is  in  excess  of  or  well  up  to  the  State  average.  This 
has  never  been  true.  If  the  Town  appropriation  for  schools 
for  1929  had  been  sufficient  to  bring  expenditures,  including 
proceeds  of  the  various  funds,  up  to  the  State  average  per 
pupil  cost  of  this  year,  it  would  have  been  $32,892.96  larger. 

The  figures  thus  far  given  may  be  criticized  because  State 
averages  include  expenditures  in  many  large  cities  which 
have  elaborate  plants  and  pay  high  salaries  to  all  employees. 
For  this  reason,  a comparison  of  Fairhaven  costs  with  the 
79  towns  of  Group  II  having  a population  of  5,000  or  over 
is  given. 

Average  per  pupil  cost  in  1928-29  for  support  of  schools 
in  Group  II — $89.61. 

Per  pupil  cost  in  1929  for  support  of  schools  in  Fairhaven, 
including  use  of  all  funds — $82.39. 

Group  rank  of  Fairhaven  in  1929 — 49. 

Average  per  pupil  expenditure  in  1928-29  from  local  tax- 
ation in  Group  II — $79. 

Average  per  pupil  expenditure  in  1929  in  Fairhaven  from 
local  taxation — $56.88. 

Fairhaven’s  rank  among  79  towns  in  respect  to  per  pupil 
expenditure  from  local  taxation — 74. 

What  proportion  ought  the  school  appropriation  to  be 
of  the  total  appropriation? 

There  can  be  no  conclusive  answer  to  this  question.  It  is 
obvious  that  a town  with  a high  valuation  may  have  a low 
tax  rate,  and  also  raise  a relatively  low  proportion  of  the 
total  tax  for  schools  and  yet  maintain  expensive  schools.  The 
ten  towns  in  Group  II  nearest  in  size  to  Fairhaven  of  any 
in  the  State  in  1927  gave  on  the  average  35%  of  their  total 
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appropriation  for  schools.  Fairhaven  gave  that  same  year 
26%.  This  year  Fairhaven’s  proportion  of  the  total  is 
nearly  29%. 

In  the  management  of  a school  system,  as  in  the  manage- 
ment of  a private  corporation,  efficiency  does  not  necessarily 
mean  small  expenditures.  It  should  mean,  rather,  making 
the  best  use  of  the  funds  appropriated.  Increased  efficiency 
may  mean  that  larger  appropriations  should  be  made.  The  fact 
that  Fairhaven  schools  are  well  organized,  fairly  well  housed, 
equipped  with  books  and  general  supplies,  and  taught  by 
trained  teachers  should  not  make  us  unmindful  of  our  weak- 
nesses. One  of  them  has  been  pointed  out  over  and  over 
again,  viz.,  the  handicap  of  a continually  shifting  corps  of 
teachers.  This  handicap  cannot  be  overcome  without  an 
increased  appropriation  for  teachers’  salaries. 


HEALTH 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  elementary  schools  are  visited  on  regular  days  each 
week.  The  high  school  is  visited  when  a request  for  a nurse 
is  made. 

Physical  charts  are  kept  for  each  child  with  records  of 
tonsils,  adenoids,  weights,  teeth,  child’s  physical  condition, 
and  follow-up  visits. 

The  weighing  of  pupils  has  been  attended  to  in  all  the 
schools.  Notices  for  defective  teeth  and  tonsils  have  been 
sent  to  all  parents.  Talks  have  been  given  on  hygiene,  etc. 

The  State  Clinic  for  retarded  children  is  another  problem 
that  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  parents  cooperation  in 
answering  our  many  questions  required  to  fill  out  the  charts. 
Thirty  children  were  examined  this  year  by  the  Taunton 
Traveling  Mental  Clinic.

MISCELLANY 

The  Teachers’  Study  Club  of  each  building  and  the  Prin- 
cipals’ Study  Club  with  the  Superintendent  are  being  con- 
tinued as  usual  with  definite  programs  for  the  year. 

The  membership  at  East  Fairhaven  is  slightly  less  than 
that  of  last  year.  At  this  school  the  troop  of  Campfire  girls 
has  been  reorganized  and  affiliated  with  the  Girl  Scouts 
under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Halloran.  The  Principal, 
Mr.  Clish,  directs  a troop  of  Boy  Scouts  at  this  building. 
A troop  of  Girl  Scouts  has  also  been  recently  organized  at 
the  Oxford  school.  Any  school  that  fosters  these  organiza- 
tions is  doing  a valuable  work  in  character  building. 

At  East  Fairhaven  a demonstration  of  the  work  in  in- 
strumental music  was  given  in  November  and,  as  a result, 
16  members  of  the  school  have  purchased,  and  are  taking 
lessons  on  some  musical  instrument. 

The  pupils  in  Grade  3 at  the  East  Fairhaven  school,  under 
the  leadership  of  the  teacher,  Miss  Blankinship,  worked  dur- 
ing the  fall  term  on  a project  connected  with  a study  of  the 
Indians  and  collected  or  made  illustrations  of  Indian  life 
which  are  worth  visiting  the  school  to  see. 

During  Education  Week  a reception  to  parents  or  an  en- 
tertainment was  held  in  each  building,  and  in  general  the 
schools  kept  open  house.  There  were  nearly  800  visitors 
during  the  week. 

Fall  and  spring  music  festivals  have  been  held  for  the 
benefit  of  the  instrumental  fund.  Parents  and  friends  patron- 
ized these  in  large  numbers  and  were  greatly  pleased  with 
the  improvement  manifested. 

A Christmas  play,  the  joint  production  of  the  Edmund 
Anthony,  Jr.  and  Job  C.  Tripp  schools  deserves  special  men- 
tion. The  acting  and  the  costumes  were  very  creditable  to 
the  children,  their  teachers,  and  to  the  parents  who  so  gen- 
erously cooperated. 
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The  largest  issue  of  the  Rogers  Beacon  ever  prepared 
was  circulated  in  December  among  pupils  and  friends  of  the 
school.  This  paper  is  really  an  excellent  little  magazine 
and  one  of  which  the  pupils  and  teachers  may  be  proud. 

A period  of  50  minutes  weekly  is  devoted  to  club  work 
at  the  Rogers  school.  Children  select  for  themselves  the 
organization  which  appeals  to  them.  Orchestra,  Literary, 
Glee,  Nature,  Art,  Safety,  Sewing,  and  Health  Clubs  are 
maintained.  These,  with  the  Junior  Improvement  associa- 
tions are  an  important  part  of  Rogers  School  life. 

A noteworthy  event  of  the  year  at  the  high  and  also  the 
Rogers  school  was  the  visit  made  by  Lady  Fairhaven.  The 
brief  address  she  gave  at  each  building,  as  well  as  the 
sincere  and  hearty  interest  she  manifested  in  the  work  being 
done,  will  long  be  remembered. 

CONCLUSION 

“There  are  some  who  think  that  children  are  going  to  be 
made  weak-minded  because  they  will  not  have  to  think  at  all. 
They  will  see  the  world  moving  before  them  on  the  screen, 
and  they  will  hear  music  and  listen  to  speeches  by  authorities 
in  all  fields,  but  they  will  not  have  to  do  any  intellectual 
work  on  their  own  account.  It  will  probably  be  necessary 
to  study  ways  and  means  of  making  effective  the  newer 
methods  of  securing  knowledge  through  the  eye  and  ear, 
so  that  the  pupil  can  assimilate  and  utilize  what  he  sees  and 
hears.  But  it  is  probably  within  bounds  to  say  that  pupils  in 
the  schools  of  tomorrow  will  gain  ten  times  as  accurate  an 
impression  of  the  world  in  which  they  live,  through  the 
screen,  the  vitaphone  and  the  radio,  as  pupils  of  yesterday 
got  from  their  books.”

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Report  of  tke  Librarian  for  tke  Tear  1929 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millie ent  Library : 

It  is  my  great  pleasure  to  present  herewith  the  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Millicent  Library  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1929. 

Much  of  interest  has  occurred  during  the  Library’s 
thirty-seventh  year  of  service,  and  material  progress  can  be 
reported,  even  though  the  circulation  figures  indicate  a loss 
over  1928.  The  number  of  borrowers  holding  cards  still  in 
force  is  the  largest  it  has  ever  been, — a most  encouraging 
outlook. 

We  have  striven  this  year  to  stimulate  reading  of  a 
better  sort,  for  after  all  it  is  the  reading  which  has  some 
motive  back  of  it,  that  counts  in  the  long  run.  It  seems 
particularly  fitting  when  so  much  of  writing  is  trivial  and 
inconsequential,  as  it  is  to-day,  that  the  public  library  should 
guard  well  its  purpose  in  buying  and  encouraging  the  reading 
of  such  books  as  will  add  something  to  the  value  of  life. 
The  public  library  may  well  be  considered  as  an  agent,  which 
is  capable  of  providing  a liberal  education  after  school  days 
are  over  and  of  keeping  one  in  touch  with  current  progress  as 
well  as  with  the  history  of  the  past, — a “university  of  the 
people”, — as  some  librarians  choose  to  call  it. 

The  Circulation  Work 

The  decrease  in  books  circulated  for  home  use  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  circulation  has  returned 
to  a more  normal  basis,  following  the  strike  conditions  of 
1928,  when  many  of  the  unemployed  resorted  to  additional 
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reading  for  pleasure  and  profit.  This  is  the  inevitable  reason 
for  the  abnormal  circulation  of  1928,  which  was,  as  you  will 
recall,  a gain  of  about  1000  a month.  As  a result  of  local 
economic  conditions,  many  families  moved  out  of  town  dur- 
ing 1929,  and  the  gain  of  1928  cannot  be  called  an  entirely 
satisfactory  one. 

Compared  with  the  normal  circulation  of  1927,  there 
was  a gain  in  1929  of  2,738  volumes.  Statistics  indicate 
that  from  the  main  library,  the  Oxford  and  East  Fairhaven 
branches,  there  was  a circulation  of  98,051.  The  juvenile 
collection,  consisting  of  approximately  15%  of  the  book 
supply,  contributed  30%  of  the  circulation,  or  29,801  books. 
Of  this  total,  the  Oxford  branch  circulated  14,804  books, 
or  15%,  the  same  percentage  as  last  year. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  record  a 2%  increase  in 
adult  non-fiction  reading,  which  means  in  general  that  more 
worthwhile  books  have  been  read. 

The  circulation  per  capita  is  9.05,  and  for  every  reg- 
istered borrower,  an  average  of  24.4  books  were  read  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  revised  Duplicate  Pay  Collection  has  become  so 
popular  that  it  is  surpassing  our  fondest  hopes.  It  pays  to 
keep  it  up-to-date ! Its  circulation  is  2,642  for  1929  against 
1,180  for  1928,  an  increase  of  1,462  books  or  123%.  For 
the  satisfaction  of  our  patrons  who  wish  a new  book  while 
it  is  new,  the  collection  is  justified,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
congestion  is  somewhat  relieved  on  the  regular  copy  of  the 
popular  book  which  usually  has  a long  waiting  list. 

1,013  pictures,  clippings  and  stereoscopes  have  been 
circulated,  while  the  total  of  books  circulated  at  the  High 
School  Library  reached  4,540  a gain  of  937  over  1928. 

With  these  and  the  Duplicate  Pay  Books,  the  circulation 
reached  106,  246,  as  its  grand  total. 
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The  registration  for  the  year  was  1,256,  of  whom  515 
were  juvenile  borrowers.  For  the  three  year  period,  the 
registration  is  4,006,  or  37%  of  the  population. 


The  Book  Collection 

1,274  books  have  been  added  to  the  library  this  year. 
Of  these  770  are  adult  and  504  are  juvenile.  166  adult  and 
297  juvenile  replacements  have  been  made,  leaving  a total 
of  811  new  titles.  427  books  were  withdrawn  during  the 
year,  209  being  adult  books  and  218  juvenile.  The  books  in 
the  collection  now  number  32,417. 

Several  shipments  of  books  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery 
this  year,  including  a goodly  number  from  the  collection 
loaned  to  the  High  School  Library. 

An  inventory  was  taken  in  September  of  the  books  in 
the  High  School  Library  collection  and  a rather  large  per- 
centage (93  books)  were  found  missing.  786  books  are 
now  there  on  loan. 

Some  years  ago  the  accession  record  was  discontinued. 
Since,  after  careful  consideration,  this  seemed  the  best  fitted 
record  in  which  to  keep  certain  statistics,  it  was  resumed 
in  1929,  when  the  estimated  count,  computed  carefully  from 
all  available  records,  reached  32,000. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  an  inventory  of  the 
juvenile  collection  was  taken  also. 

New  books  have  been  sent  at  intervals  to  the  Oxford 
Branch,  and  a thorough  inventory  and  a partial  change  of 
books  was  made  in  September  at  the  East  Fairhaven  branch. 
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The  Children's  Room 

Nothing  perhaps  is  more  gratifying  than  the  work  with 
the  boys  and  girls.  They  are  eager  and  responsive,  and 
much  can  be  done  to  guide  them  in  the  path  of  good  reading 
while  their  reading  tastes  are  being  formed.  A project  carried 
on  during  the  summer  months  was  met  with  enthusiasm 
by  143  children  all  of  whom  were  happy  to  travel  over  the 
Millicent  Library  Railroad  to  the  land  of  books.  The  con- 
test was  in  the  nature  of  a travel  tour,  but  the  idea  of  it  was 
to  instil  into  the  boys  and  girls  a love  of  reading.  As  the 
contest  progressed,  some  dropped  out  as  was  to  be  expected, 
others  showed  they  were  reading  for  pure  joy,  while  a few 
read  for  the  reward  in  sight.  82  reported  in  written  form 
on  books  read.  During  Book  Week,  a party  was  held  for 
the  children  who  participated,  and  a conscientious  effort 
was  made  to  place  merit  where  it  really  belonged,  in  the 
awarding  of  book  and  pencil  prizes,  and  badges  of  recogni- 
tion. Entertainment  at  the  party  was  provided  by  pupils 
of  Mrs.  Jane  Kilpatrick  of  New  Bedford  and  by  Mr.  A.  R. 
Clish,  principal  of  the  East  Fairhaven  School. 

Story  hours  in  the  form  of  side  trips  to  various  countries 
were  carried  on  during  the  summer  in  connection  with  the 
travel  tour  idea.  These  were  held  on  Saturday  mornings  at 
10  o’clock,  and  delighted  the  children  of  all  ages.  Credit 
for  the  success  of  these  hours  should  be  given  to  the  following 
local  people  who  were  so  generous  in  giving  their  time, 
namely,  Mrs.  Seth  Alden ; Mrs.  Howard  Crowell ; Mrs.  H. 
E.  Kerwin ; Rev.  John  Maddaford ; Miss  Beatrice  Mosgrove 
and  Miss  Helen  Seaman,  all  of  Fairhaven,  and  to  Mrs.  Evan 
A.  Bowen  of  Rochester.  A visit  of  the  Japanese  students 
during  one  of  the  story  hours  made  the  day  one  long  to  be 
remembered  by  the  youngsters. 

At  the  Tea  held  for  the  mothers  and  teachers  during 
the  Book  Week  celebration,  five  boys  and  girls,  who  merited 
the  honor,  were  dressed  as  book  characters  and  helped  serve. 
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For  the  loan  of  the  costumes,  we  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  C. 
E.  Shurtleff,  Mrs.  L.  J,  Renaud  and  Mrs.  Seth  Alden. 

Many  parents  have  voiced  their  appreciation  of  the  at- 
tention given  the  children  during  the  past  year,  and  while 
it  has  involved  much  careful  thought  and  overtime  work, 
it  has  been  very  much  worthwhile. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  an  inventory 
of  the  books  in  the  children’s  room  was  taken.  This  was  done 
for  two  reasons : ( 1 ) because  the  collection  needed  a 

thorough  checking,  and,  (2)  because  when  the  count  of  1927 
was  taken  of  the  entire  book  stock,  and  a discrepancy  of 
2,009  books  found,  the  record  was  left  incomplete,  and  there 
was  no  way  of  building  up  accurate  statistics  therefrom. 


School  Work 

45  classroom  collections  were  loaned  to  the  six  schools 
during  1929.  Until  September  1928,  no  record  had  ever 
been  kept  of  the  use  of  these  books.  Due  to  the  special  card 
with  which  every  book  sent  out  is  now  equipped  (for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  the  teachers,  and  keeping  a record  for 
ourselves)  there  was  a partial  record  as  a basis.  Because 
some  teachers  prefer  to  use  their  own  scheme  of  charging, 
and  others  do  not  allow  the  books  to  leave  the  classroom, 
in  spite  of  our  willingness,  our  record  is  not  complete.  But 
at  least  there  is  a record  of  2,182  books  circulated.  This 
count  is  not  included  in  the  totals  given  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

Early  in  the  year,  about  140  eighth  grade  pupils  from 
the  Rogers  School,  came  in  groups  to  the  library  for  three 
lessons  which  were  given  by  the  librarian  on  the  use  of  the 
library.  Exercises  in  the  proper  use  of  the  catalog,  and  the 
locating  of  books  on  the  shelves  were  part  of  the  instruction. 
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Building  and  Maintenance 

Most  fortunately,  no  one  was  near  enough  to  be  in- 
jured when  the  facing,  consisting  of  twenty  or  so  huge 
granite  blocks  came  tumbling  down  from  the  chimney  onto 
the  library  steps  and  walk,  on  March  19th.  The  work  of 
rebuilding  the  chimney  and  repairing  the  damage  done  in- 
volved considerable  necessary  expense. 

During  the  spring,  several  of  the  rugs  were  washed. 
Several  minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  water  and 
steam  pipes,  and  two  leaks,  one  on  the  roof,  and  one  on  the 
side  of  the  building,  have  been  repaired.  The  corner  just 
outside  the  Trustees  Room  door  and  a portion  of  the  ceil- 
ing  in  the  office  have  been  redecorated. 

A splendid  new  bulletin  board,  with  a table  to  match 
placed  in  front  of  it  for  the  display  of  books,  was  installed 
in  May.  Its  location  is  almost  directly  opposite  the  entrance 
from  the  outside  hall.  It  has  been  much  used  for  exhibits 
of  all  kinds,  and  has  proved  itself  to  be  a valuable  addition. 

Electric  light  fixtures  were  installed  to  light  two  dark 
nooks  of  the  library,  namely  the  corner  where  the  pay  books 
are  located,  and  the  opposite  corner  where  the  bulletin  board 
has  been  placed. 

To  the  office  equipment,  there  has  been  added  a type- 
writer stand,  a Burroughs  portable  adding  machine,  and  a 
table  and  revolving  stand  to  hold  the  new  United  States 
Catalog  of  books  in  print.  All  are  extremely  useful  tools 
and  much  appreciated  by  the  librarian. 
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Gifts 

Notable  among  the  gifts  are  two  autographs,  one  of 
President  Harding,  and  one  of  President  McKinley,  presented 
to  the  Library  by  Mr.  William  E.  Benjamin,  through  Miss 
Abby  S.  Howland.  These  two  make  the  collection  of  presi- 
dential autographs  complete  up  to  the  administration  of 
President  Hoover. 

Gifts  of  books,  received  from  several  sources,  have  been 
duly  acknowledged. 

Outstanding  Events 

Noteworthy  among  the  events  of  the  year  was  the  visit 
of  Lady  Fairhaven  to  the  library.  It  was  a rare  pleasure  to 
have  her  with  us  at  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  held  on  October  25th,  and  to  point  out  to  her  the 
progress  and  changes  made  at  the  library,  since  her  last  visit 
to  Fairhaven  in  1926. 

The  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club  held  its  meeting  at 
the  Millicent  Library  on  June  13th.  The  staff  and  several 
of  the  trustees  combined  in  being  hosts  and  hostesses  and  the 
day  was  enjoyed  by  all.  The  address  of  welcome  was  given 
by  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Tripp,  and  just  before  luncheon  at  the 
Tabitha  Inn,  many  of  the  librarians  availed  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  viewing  the  Memorial  Church  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Tripp. 

The  librarian  and  members  of  the  staff  have  attended 
meetings  of  the  Massachusetts,  Old  Dartmouth,  and  Cape 
Cod  Library  Clubs.  During  1929,  the  librarian  was  made 
vice-president  of  the  Cape  Cod  Library  Qub,  and  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club. 

At  the  trustees  meeting  of  January  4th,  1929,  Miss  Anna 
B.  Trowbridge  was  appointed  as  a trustee  of  the  library  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Miss  Georgia  Fairfield. 
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Book  Week  activities  for  the  adults,  included  as  last 
year,  a tea,  for  the  success  of  which  the  librarian  is  greatly 
indebted  to  the  women  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
During  Book  Week,  new  books  were  displayed  and  booklets 
distributed. 

Several  exhibits  in  our  special  display  case  have  been 
objects  of  attraction.  The  most  noteworthy  was  the  exhibit 
of  book-plates,  and  the  display  of  American  and  foreign 
coins  of  all  kinds  and  descriptions  The  coins  were  loaned 
by  various  townspeople,  and  so  widespread  was  the  interest, 
even  among  visitors  to  the  library,  that  the  display  was  ex- 
hibited for  several  months. 

During  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  a most  satisfy- 
ing change  was  made  in  the  stack  arrangement  in  the  base- 
jnent,  where  bound  and  unbound  magazines  are  shelved. 
Mr.  Worster  removed  all  of  the  stacks  from  the  small  room 
under  the  office  and  placed  them  in  the  central  room  on  the 
west.  The  shelves  were  then  revised  systematically,  and 
the  arrangement  is  a great  improvement  over  the  former 
plan.  It  was  suggested  by  the  librarian  that  the  room  now 
vacant  was  well  adapted  for  a staff  room. 

During  the  year,  the  librarian  has  given  several  talks 
on  bookish  topics. 

Staff 

In  spite  of  disturbances  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff, 
the  library  has  been  kept  in  smooth  running  order.  Miss 
Winifred  Hughes  (now  Mrs.  Herbert  Stewart)  who  served 
for  almost  three  years  as  reference  assistant  and  high  school 
librarian,  resigned  in  June  to  be  married.  We  were  sorry 
indeed  to  lose  Miss  Hughes  as  were  we  also  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  her  successor,  Miss  Margaret  E.  Soar  (now 
Mrs.  Adin  Bailey)  who  came  to  us  in  September,  and  wffio 
gave  promise  of  excellent  work.  With  matrimony  as  their 
reasons,  we  had  no  arguments  strong  enough  to  convince 
either  one  to  remain. 
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With  Miss  Soar’s  resignation  coming  after  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  the  position  has  been  a difficult  one  to 
fill,  and  we  have  been  forced  to  manage  with  temporary 
assistants.  Miss  Marjorie  Ashley  of  New  Bedford  served 
in  November  at  the  High  School  Library,  and  Miss  Marion 
E.  Foskett  of  Winsted,  Conn,  assisted  in  December  at  both 
the  High  School  Library  and  Millicent. 

During  the  vacation  season,  Miss  Gertrude  A.  Stiles, 
Miss  Christine  McLeod,  Miss  Marion  Whiting  and  Philip 
Gidley  served  as  substitute  workers.  Miss  Annie  Thompson 
continues  to  assist  occasionally.  The  substitute  workers 
filled  in  the  Sunday  afternoon  schedule  from  1-6,  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year.  The  change  in  the  Sunday 
schedule,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has  been 
much  appreciated  by  the  librarian  and  staff. 

Following  an  unfortunate  accident  which  occurred  at 
home  to  Mr.  Rourke,  who  had  given  six  years  of  faithful 
service  as  janitor,  Mr.  Charles  Worster  was  engaged  to  carry 
on  the  work.  To  him  we  are  grateful  for  the  many  ingenious 
bits  of  construction,  such  as  the  ticket  office  used  for  the 
children’s  work  during  the  summer,  and  the  miniature  stage 
used  during  Book  Week. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
publicly  her  appreciation  of  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
staff  members  have  cooperated  with  her. 


Needs 

Probably  no  library  exists  but  what  has  many  needs. 
Some  are  pressing,  in  order  to  carry  on  work  efficiently, 
some  are  desirable,  but  can  be  postponed  for  awhile.  I wish 
to  mention  only  the  first  class  at  his  time.  The  shabbiness 
of  the  books  in  the  juvenile  room  is  very  noticeable,  and 
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many  of  them  are  too  soiled  to  be  rebound.  Many  books 
or  30%  of  the  books  purchased  were  bought  for  this  depart- 
ment during  the  past  year,  but  this  was  not  nearly  enough. 

While  the  year  has  been  one  of  very  noticeable  progress 
in  some  directions  we  have  been  handicapped  in  others. 
There  has  been  a lack  of  sufficient  assistance.  As  the  work 
has  increased  during  the  past  few  years,  the  number  of  reg- 
ular members  on  the  staff  has  remained  practically  station- 
ary, and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  an  additional  member  be 
added  to  the  staff,  and  one  who  has  had  sufficient  training 
to  carry  on  certain  constructive  problems,  which  your 
librarian  sees  looming  ahead  for  the  healthy  growth  of  the 
Millicent  Library,  which  should,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  keep 
pace  with  the  progress  in  other  libraries.  To  carry  on  the 
most  efficient  work,  the  library  needs  well  trained  workers 
just  as  much  as  does  the  school  department.  The  school 
department  would  not  think  of  engaging  a teacher  unless 
she  had  training  of  some  kind.  The  well  trained  librarian 
is  required  to  spend  more  time  on  her  education  than  the 
average  teacher,  for  the  work  involves  highly  specialized 
study,  after  the  fundamentals  have  been  acquired.  And 
after  all,  a knowledge  of  one’s  subject  is  the  key  which 
opens  the  resources  of  the  library  to  the  many  patrons  who 
come  to  it  every  year.

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In  drawing  this  report  to  a close,  the  librarian  wishes 
to  express  her  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
their  firm  backing  in  the  several  innovations  introduced  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  She  wishes  to  express  her  ever  increasing 
feeling  of  appreciation,  which  has  grown  even  more  keen 
during  the  second  year  of  her  administration, — for  their 
loyalty  to  and  confidence  in  her,  for  the  hearty  cooperation 
without  which  many  things  could  not  have  been  accomplished.
